Ilia Lord- 
ship iu a series uf nine resolutions ex- 
pounded the principle* which he esteemed 
beneficial lo the preterit rule, of the coun* 



try. Tae GrtlMbiui to which he called 
attention wai the national debt and cur- 
rency, which he ouniidered one of the 
most influential muses of the depreuioti 
of ihe labouring r losses. Ut then pro- 
ceeded to the queatiuni of free trade and 
niMtvpuly, advocaUd the abaudoutnenl of 
ptotectise dutiei •llixrether.and contended 
that the ■bding-scale had proved a total 
failure lu all daw* Hit Lordship said 
that aa an abstract proj.Kiiil.on he would re 
commend no duty ou corn at all, but if he 
were called upon to make any other pro 
posal, he would not again suggest a 
fixed duty of 8s,, but one of 6s., or even 
one a* low as 4*. , being convinced that 
the labourers bad always been losers by 
(he high price of corn, and gsUitrs by 
the low price. Hla Lurdihip then ad- 
verted io the New Poor-law, which he 
praised fur having i in proved the wages 
hut at the same tune he thuught that it 
should be modified in order to give a 
right of settlement lu an industrious 
residence of lite yean, and also to 
give a temporary settlement to resi- 
dence for shorter periods. Alter dexcrib 
ing what he believed to be Ihe proper 
pinciples of emigration, hie lordship ar- 
rired at the question uf education, and 
showed by statin leal returns, that while 
misakinariei are sent out lo preach the 
gospel in foreign parts, there arc dfftricts 
of England in which the duties, and even 
the name of Christianity, are scarttly un- 
derxtood. He implored the Huun not to 
allow religious difftrencei lo delay the 
remedy for this itateof moral and spiritual 
darLnest , but at once, and with a liberal 
hand, to eelabliih schools for all wbu 
wuuld apply for tbem, and to ask Par- 
liament for an increased grant for thai 
purpose. Hi) lortb/bip contended that no 
measures uf education would avail, unless 
the physical condition or the people were 
at the same time considered ; Hiid on the 
uther hand he expressed hii firm convic- 
tion that hu tdSMurei of fret' trade winild 
effect ti;ilW relieve industry, unlesi they 
be accntiipanied by oilier inea.urri for 
securing lo the pruple a moral and reli- 
gious education. At the clone of Lord 
J. Kt vital, a ipeeth, Mr. SmaieAN Cntw- 
piinti moved, aa an amendmetil, the add i- 
tiuu of a paragtaph Ln favour of an exlcn- 
niun of the suffrigc. sir It , Pm, gave 
his cordial consent lo Lord J. Kimlll's 
proposition, that prtitertion was, in itself, 
an evil i and said he hud endeavoured t u 
reduce its amount so far as it cuuld tie 
nfely dune with a view to the mighty irt- 
lereala it invulird. The House, after two 
nights' debite, negatived Mr, CniwroR

THE WRECK OF THK VATJRJQUf. 
A caHeell iteruaal of the different li- 
eu lints uf the wreck of the unfurlunate 
Catnrafui leads its lu the conclusion that 
ibis awful event wu caused by a gross 
error in judgment of her illfiled CtrtAitt. 
The ship had been font days without ob- 
taining an observation, and was hove tu 
on the Sunday evening at seven o'clock 
(nearly two houn after dark), and had 
this prudent measure lieen adhered to 
until dayliuht, all would have been well, 
and I his calamitous accident not have oc- 
curred. At three o'clock in the morning, 
lioerevcr, (the Cptain being, as the event 
showed, totally unaware of his position,) 
sail was made, and after runuiug about 
ten mileslbe ship strurk, and four hundred 
human being* ostawd to exist. 

So tar wu the t'oms ottt of bis 
ing, that he died believing the ves- 
sel had struck on the main land near 
Cape Olway . although she wu on King's 
Island, nearly a degree lu the southward 
uf lhe position he supposed he had at- 
tained. 

With such weather u had prevailed fur 
seven! day i, and knowing that be wu ia 
the biottthuf Straits which are proverbial 
for Ihcir itrmig and variable currents and 
eddies, it wai impossible that Cipiain 
Fimlat could funu a correct opinion of 
the pu*itiun ; and knowing thia, it is sur- 
prising that for the sake uf saving three 
«t four Im ni ii. an experienced sailor 
■hould have perilled his vessel and the 
lives of hii large ihip'i company and nu- 
merous passengers. Had Ihe C'aftiUM 
survived, a more satisfactory investigation 
than can now take place tvuulilhave been 
in tide; but as it ix, tve hop* the Govern- 
ment will have all the survivors carefully 
examined by competent nautical men , 
although we much fear thai nothing can 
be ucertained beyond the mere fact thai 
the CsTTAtN made tail instead of lying to 
until daylight. 

We think also that this case has some 
bearing on the general tjiicstiun of " sea- 
worlhineu of ships," to which the attention 
of lhe readers of Tte St/duty .l/twwiao 
Hentd haa been repeatedly drawn lately. 
For the preaeul, however, we shall do no 
mure than extract lhe concluding para- 
graph of a sensible letter which appears in 
lb* Porf Phillip Herattl, from Mr, J. Bat-

Tbii u ilitsss 
undarwent along and severe orou-exasaiufjon, 
but hla tntimonf in the main particular! ap- 
peared to bo unshaken Bui Mr. Puirfoy wound 
out of him a meat woeful hiatury of his life 
aince ho came to the colony ; he ttdmiltbd that 
be bad been ooncernsd in s robbing a former 
muter, urd esoaped cunviclion on that occe- 
lion by turning approver ; th«t he had icceited 
upwudsof six hundred lashes, and had been 
three several tia.se sentenced to be walked 
in an iron gang for twelve month* each lima.

this man's hand., and he procmcd a warrant to 
search Iha dray of the oairitr. M'Connick, 
and hiuuelf, in company with a n.iutlable, 
proceecied after the dray, and about thirty 
miln from when it had alarted, name up with 
it, and on Mr, Templar dnwing a sample 
from ench bale, he lound wool rnemblnig 
that which had been stolen from him ; the 
ilroy wu brought back lo Motitettorci, and 
Mr. Templar had there an opportunity of over- 
hauling th* patkl, end found that two. (birds 
uf the wool it,, rein was, or hod been, hii pro- 
perty, and stolen ; the a;, rover had stated 
th»t the cututab'n he met on the night alluded 
to, were the Chief Constable, M'Feul, and 
t unliable Graham, and thai he passed within 
* very few yatda of them, wilh lhe hundle of 
wool on lo. head. M'Faul wis called, and 
all ted that on til* evening turned, hi WU Hot 
Ob th* spot nsmed by th* approver, and If be 
had naaaad u near u he naicd b* must have 
awn him, and if hi had a loadwllh blm he .hould 
hare pulled him op, and on ihaulud him. 

Mi-.' Jury after having rctited for a short 
time, returned a verdict of not guilty, against 
both piimen. This cue occupied the Cunn 
upwards of five boar*.
